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CONNANAUNITY INTEGRATION NAEET

“Why are the Chinese singled 
out for busing?”was the crucial 
question that came up at Monday 
evening's meeting on integration， 
sponsored by Chinatown-North 
Beach DistrictCounciPs 下 ducation 
Committee at Cameron House. 

Carlos Cornejo，director of the 
School district's Desegregation and 
Integration Committee， was on 
hand to explain to over 75 
concerned Chinese parents how 
students will be assigned to 
sehools come September. 

As far as the elementary school 
plan was concerned，“Some” 
youngsters in Zone II (China- 
town) will be moved,，but specific 
assignments will not be ready for 
another four to five weeks. Also， 
at the March 5 Board of 了 ducation 
meeting, the board called on sta 华 
to come up with a plan that would 
replace the present horseshoe plan 
to integrate elementary schools in 
two or three years. 

At the same meeting, the board 
adopted, in principle,a secondary 
School desegregation Plan that 
would reassign students in racially 
packed schools that exceed a 15 
per cent deviation mark. For 
example，given the statistic that 
SanFrancisco is 18 per cent Asian， 
no School in the city would be more 
than 33 per cent (18 plus 15 per 
cent) or less than 3 per cent (18 
minus 15 per cent) Asian. 

CHINESE BUSED 

As Cornejo explained at the 
meeting，the 15 per cent mark 
means that large numbers of 
Chinese living in the northern part 
of the eity would have to be sent 
from Francisco，Marina，and Pre- 
sidio junior high schools south to 
了 verett，Horace Mann，James 
Lick，Franklin，Pelton， Hoover， 
and Giannini junior high schools. 

As all schools in the city must 
have some Asian student popula- 
tion and as guidelines exempt re- 


assignment of students in already- 
integrated schools such as 瓦 ver- 
ett, Potrero Hill Visitacion Valley， 
Roosevelt，BurbanKE，and Aptos 
junior high schools, many Chinese 
in Chinatown, as a result, will have 
to travel great distances to attend 
public sehools. 

However，in that the present 
plan calls for only grades 7 
through 10 to be integrated in Sep- 
tember (grades 11 and 12 are to be 
desegregated in the following two 
years)，high schools in total will 
not be racially balanced. For ex- 
ample, in September，Wilson High 
School will have an integrated 


tenth grade，but blacks (54 per 
cent) will outnumber other racial 
groups in the school. 

Parents at the meeting strongly 
objected to the dominance of one 
race at any School. In specific，Ben 
Tom，chairman of the 也 mergeney 
School Aid Acet Advisory Commit- 
tee. argued that it would not be 
iair to the tenth graders and pro- 
posed that the board wait until 
1975 to integrate high schools in 
total.

SEARS STRIKE 


7TH NMAONTH

The Sears' strike (first reported 
in EX/W 117/14/73) is now in its 
Seventh month. Dental and medi- 
cal programs have been dropped 
from the negotiations，and both 
the union and Sears have agreed 
to submit their differences to the 
National Labor Relations Board 
(NLRB) for a decision. 

The key issue holding up a settle- 
ment is a union request for a half 
per cent increase in the existing 
Six per cent commission rate now 
earned by sales people at Sears. 
Union officials still feel that this is 
a_ minimal request， considering 
that there has been no increase 
Since 1949, according to Dick WiL 
liams, president of Local 1100. 

However，Paul Chung，a_ sales- 
man who has worked with Sears 
for 10 years，sees 3a much larger 
issue than just the“open issue"” of 
an increased commission rate. 

“Were asking for practically no- 
thing. Its not that our demand is 
So _ high that Sears cant meet it. 
This whole thing hinges on Sears' 


refusal to act in good faith. In 
short, they just want to break the 
union. They can afford the half per 
cent ten times or fifty times Over. 
The real issue is the fight between 
SurVival of a bargaining union and 
Sears intention of breaking them. 
The rest of the issues are really 
irrelevant in that sense,”Chung 
Said. 
RIGHT TO UNIONIZE 

The union's president also ech- 
oed Pauls sentiments，He feels 
union employees will return to 
work only 这 Sears gives its assur- 
ance that there“will be a union 
when they go back to work.”*"The 
union wants to make sure there 
wil be job protection and a griev- 
ance procedure in the new corn- 
tract,” he said. 

Money aside，Sears is _ really 
afraid that recognition of the union 
in its _ Geary outlet will have a 
chain-like effect on its non-union- 
ized Suburban stores.“Sears may 
give us an inerease just as a 
psychological move to show its

WHATCONSTIITUTES CHINESE CULTURE 


On March 12, Chinese Times printed an editorial on 
the Chinese Culture Center. Regardless of its obvious 
bias, it raised some valid questions. Questions，such 
as: “What constitutes Chinese culture?”“Could 
culture and politics be separate? “What are the ways 
to promote Chinese culture2” Should the Center take 
astand on the cultural and political life in China?”etc. 

East-West has taken lssue with Chinese Times in the 
past. It is easy enough for us to write an editorial 
challenging thelir viewpoint. Indeed, to some members 
of our community nothing could delight them more 
than to see two newspapers tearing each other apart. 
But what many fail to see jls that this is not a policy 
debate between journalists (though we do have our 
different stands); nor an internal matter of the sta 皇 
and members of the Center (though many do not 
agree with the remarks expressed in the editorial). The 
questions raised in that editorial represent thethink- 
ing of a portion of our community, especially that of 
the first generation Chinese-Americans. Unless all of 
us are willing to face these questions openly and hon- 
estly，conflicts within commtunity organizations will 
come up again and again. The Culture Center will not 
be the only one affected. Any organization with an 
open membership policy will eventually face similar 
problems. 

We hope the Chinese Times and the other com- 
munity papers will invite their readers to comment on 
the issue and to keep the debate going. Ihis debate 
should not be limited to journalists. It should be a 
grass-roots community-wide discusslion. 

As a _ beginning，we have translated the Chinese 
Times” editorial， We open OUT pages to you，oOUT 
readers, to express yoOUI views, divergent though they 
may be. We inyvite you to respond.

asked me to make some comments on the Foundation. In its bid to 
recruit new members, naturaliy, TI wish the Roundation every SUccesS. 
Asto the state of affairs in that organization, I have long felt emotion- 
ally concerned. Now that Dr. Wong has asked me to speak out, it is a 
good opportunity to get 过 o 妊 my chest. 

When Mr. J. K. Choy proposed to establish the Chinese Culture Cen- 
ter, this newspaper immediately donated $200 to the Centers planning 
funds. From then on during those early days, this newspaper did its 
utmost to advocate on the Center's behalf. Favorable responses came 
in from all sides. The government of the Republic of China in faraway 
Taiwan also promised to provide funding support and presented gifts of 
Chinese cultural works of art and craft. 

Unfortunately， later on the Foundation's top echelon positions were 
filled by left-leaning elements in the organization. The public's suspi 
cion was raised and there was a shift in the general attitude toward the 
Foundation. Last year, sensing a growth of misunderstanding by the 
public, the Foundation proclaimed in a special announcement，that as 
far as politics go, it would be a strictly neutral party that would not be 
committed to any side. In this year's election of officers，Postmaster 
Lim P. Lee, a non-partisan in Chinese politics, became president of the 
Chinese Culture Foundation. 

But, alas, the clouds of suspicion have already loomed, Such a feeble 
gesture is not capable of altering the perception of the public. Only a 
deviation from past policies and drastic changes can give the Founda- 
tion a new and refreshing look， 

Under the rule of democracy, different political persuasions are free 
to take their own courses. There's no forcing anyone to go left, right or 
stay in the middle. But also in a democracy, there are clear-cut lines 
separating the good from the bad, the right from the wrong. There is 
no confusing the issues. There is no fence-straddling. In Chinese eul- 
ture, it is of utmost importance that goodness be distinguished from 
evil, right from wrong. To quote an ancient saying,“A heart to know 
right from wrong，everyone has.”Another saying goes as follows: 
“Those not knowing right from wrong are inhuman.”For those who 
profess to propagate Chinese culture, there is no ambiguity about this 


matter; otherwise they would just be fooling others and fooling them-. 


Selves. 

What is Chinese eulture? Not simply exhibiting a few Chinese am- 
tiques; not just depicting a festive celebration in the village; not just 
jecturing on the evolution of culture in China. Chinese eulture is the 
teaching of a long line of ancient sages, passed on from one generation 
to the next. Teachings that advocate morajlity，love and benevolence， 
righteousness，ethics，benign rule，freedom，democracy，utopia and 
peace. Teachings that denounce oppressive government, neglecting the 
people, love of war, selfish acquisition and a host of other evils. Confu- 
cius put together the essence of Chinese culture and he urged those in 
positions of power to put it into practice. The teaching of Confucius 
forms the nucleus of Chinese culture and the sage himself attained im- 
mortality as a teacher. Chinese philosophical thought harbors a multi- 
tude of ideas and different ideologies，but Confucianism has always 
been its mainstream. That is a_ universally accepted fact. 也 ven in the 
midst of their _ current campaign to criticize Confucius，the Chinese 
Communists can not deny it. 

Chinese eulture and Communist authoritarianism are diametrically 
opposed. Like fire and water，each cannot tolerate the other in the 
ljeast. Communism imposes upon the people an oppressive, totalitarian 
regime which strips bare the last vestige of the people's freedom. Mao 
Tse-tung prides himself upon being a hundred times more tyTrannical 
than the emmperor Shih HuangTiofthe Ch'in Dynasty. From the start， 
Mao is bent on destroying China's filial and moral traditions，in his 
grand scheme to destroy the indigenous eulture of China. He stepped 
up his plans in recent days in the“Criticize Confucius; extol Shih 
Huang Ti campaign in the second Cultural Revolution. His goals are 
the complete annihilation of Chinese eulture. How is the Chinese 
Culture Foundation，whose proclaimed mission is to promote Chinese 
culture, going to react to this2 The choices are clear: 过 can persist in its 
So-called neutral stand, ijgnoring any political concerns. In so doing, the 
Eoundation will be abandoning the most important basic spirit of the 
Chinese nation 一 the understanding of right and wrong; the distinction 
between good and evil. The Foundation will look and not see; it will be 
cowed into a Submissive silence like a "ceicada in winter.”It will let the 
Chinese Communists destroy Chinese culture, not daring to stand up 
the name of justice and righteousness. Or on the other hand，the 
Foundation can uphold the spirit of Chinese culture. Based on the prin- 
ciple of no compromise between good and evil it can be a _ champion of 
morality. It can condemn those who attempt to destroy Chinese eul- 
ture. 

Man is a political animal. There is politics involved in a eulture. You 
can leave politics alone; but politics wont leave you alone; now the Chi- 
nese Communists even want to destroy Chinese culture. Because a cul- 
ture is by nature an active thing, you can not talk of culture in an ivory 
tower. It has to be practiced on society, and like a breeze blowing over 
the land,， it leaves nothing untouched. It has to be involved with 


politiecs. Confucius，who wished to institute the rule of benevolent

An open letter to PIN (People-In- 
Need program): 
Dear Sir: 


Last Thursday's (March 7) PIN 
free food distribution at the Gua- 
dalupe Church on 906 Broadway 
was carried out against the wishes 
of the overwhelming majority of 
the people in Chinatown.

A bill to _ finance low-ecost resi 
dence development for the elderly 
and handicapped was introduced 
by Assemblyman John 上. Foran 
recently. If passed, it will establish 
a 4$20 million state revolving fund 
to _ guarantee city revenue bonds 
for construction。 The bonds are 
subject to referendum under cur- 
rent ]aw: 

The revolving fund is also de- 
signed to encourage use of private 
funds for elderly housing construc- 
tion by insuring private loans 
where developers meet rent sched- 
ule restrictions. The bill authorizes 
the state to augment the revolving 
fund by issuing up to $50 million in 
revenue bonds，. 

Under the legislation, 了 oran ex- 
plained, rents will be held down in 
urban areas by developing multi- 
Use Structures through new con- 
struction and rehabilitation of 
existing buildings. The multi-use 
concept combines office and com- 
mercial space with rental units to 
generate sufficient income to meet 
building costs. 

DIRE NEED 

Foran，in announcing his bil， 
said, “This legislation is eritical 
because the federal government 
has withdrawn from the field of 
housing for older citizens. We face 
a_ dire need for senior citizens” 
housing in San Francisco，particu- 
larly in areas South of Market 
Street where the elderly are 
forced to live in hovels and fire- 
traps. This legislation can provide 


a decent and humiane living envi 


ronment to which our senior citi- 
Zens have aright.” 

The legislation would definitely 
benefit Chinatown, especeially since 
Chinatowns housing problem is 
much more acute than that in the

South of Market Street area，com- 
mented Sam Yuen, director of Self 
Help for the 卫 lderly. 

There are now 1500 applications 
for low-eost housing on file. He 
estimates that there are at least 
2500 individuals and families who 
need housing but are discouraged 
by the long wait. One elderly lady 
served by Self-Help for the 
Elderly has been waiting for nine 
yearS. 

In the last few years，Sseveral 
low-cost housing structures for the 
elderly have been completed in the 
Market Street area including the 
Elexis Project on Clementina 
Street，run by the St Patrick 
Church; 320-330 Clementina Tow- 
ers, run by the Housing Authority; 
and the 200-unit Salvation Army 
Housing Projeet at Eourth and 
Folsom streets. In contrast, there' 
has been no new low-cost Senior 
citizens' housing in Chinatown 
since the completion of the 92-unit 
projeet at 990 Pacifie Ave. several 
years ag0. The projected lowrcost 
housing on Stockton and Sacra- 
mento is _ still in the planning 
stages and will not be available for 
atleasttwo to three years，

DEAD VICTIMS 

Unlike Liu Shao-chi，object of 
criticism in 1966， this season's vic- 
tims are both dead. Some recent 
journals，including the New York 
Times，have speculated that the 
attacks on Confucian moderation in 
dress and decorum atre a thinly 
veiled attack aimed at Premier Chou 
En-lai. 

Leo Goodstadt also watns in the 
March 3 issue of Far 王 astern 
Economic Review (EEER)that Chou 
En-lai himself said not to write him 
off as the prime victim， 

However，two arguments belie 
this theory. The first is Chou En- 
lai's own endorsement of the cam- 
paign, the first sign of approval by a 
high_ official in China， In a recent 
speech at a banquet given by 
Kennth Kaunda,， President of 
Zambia，the Premier called the 
campaign“of great and immediate 
significance and far-reaching his- 
toric importance.” 

The second treason is just as 
simple. All articles and radio broad - 
casts in China have referred to the 
campaign as “initiated by Chairman 
Mao'"For Maoto purge Chou En-lai 
would be “to cut off one of his own 
hands,”in the words of a member of 
the Center forChinese Studies at the 
University of California，Berkeley. 


MAO'S CONCERNS 

To find the key, therefore,to the 
new wave of rallies and broadcasts 
vilifying Confucius and Lin，one 
Imust not search for a link between 
Confucius and Chou，but instead 
should Iook at Mao's constant con- 
cerns for China. For what Mao fears 
most is the stagnation and compla- 
cencey that rettrn jlike barnacles 
after each social experiment. 

Goodstadt reports in the FEER 
that the vices of petty graft， 
nebotism，and pre-liberation social 
traditions have remained visible in 
both countryside and city to a 
greatet Of lessef degree. 

Thus there are reports heard of a 
student who was admitted to Nan- 
king University“through the back 
door,”or as it would be said here， 
“by pulling strings.”With a change 
of heart, he and his family confess， 
and the student applies fora trans- 
fer to join an army unit in the 
countryside， 

Another student in Fukien writes 
seyeral “big character posters 
criticizing 3a teacher who dog- 
matically enforces bureaucratic 
rules in her classroom. Harbin fac-

WIDER SCALE 

In the last few weeks，scores of 
new reports from disparate centers 
of Shansi，Szechwan，Canton，etc.， 
confirm a recent report 人 from John 
Burns in Peking that the current 
campaign is being conducted on a 
wider scale after only six months 
than was the Cultural Revolution at 
the same stage. This is without the 
aid of Red Guards or work teams 
tfaveling to the vatious corners of 
China. 

了 However，this does not mean 
necessarily that the campaign is 
being :quickly embraced.， Imple- 
mentation varies from province to 
Province,， as Burns learned on 3a 3- 
day train ride through the country- 

So_ far the campaign i being 
waged directly through the 了 Party 
structure and relayed through 
Provincial units who in turn direct 
local units._ The possibility that 
Chairman Mao might go straight to 
the people，as he did August 1966 
when he donned the red atrmband of 
the Red Guards，seems reImote at 
this date. 

CONEFUCIUS LIN 民 

The mystery to those not familiar 
with China's recent Political history 
remains. “Why is Confucius 
dredged up out of the past and 
linked with Lin Piao? 

The connection may be much 
clearer to Chinese eyes than to 
American. Said one woman who le 人 ff 
Peking in 1903，“you cannot 
imagine how deeply engrained in 
our minds are Some Confncian ideas 
., .like the heed for every wife to 
have a baby boy, No one Says any- 
thing，but you can see 让 in their 
faces if you fail to produce a Son,” 

And if recenht attacks by women 
groups in China are to be bejieved， 
the Chinese woman of today is still 
getting the shorter end of the social 
stick. 

From almost ,every angle imagin- 


able, recent Chinese editorials have 
connected Confucius” teaching of 
obedience and class order with a 
comment made more than once by 
Lin Piao between October 1969 and 
Januaryl, 1970.“Of all things,， he 
reportedly said, “this is the most 
important; ”restrain oneself and 
restore the rites.” 


According .to Wen Hui Pao 

(2/23/74) Lin alleged that the Cul- 
tural Revolution resulted “in an 
unstable political condition” and 
supposedly thought that “the Cul- 
tural Revolution was not worth the 
effort,” 


But more importantly，Lin is said 
to _ have cherished the idea of 
becoming“Chairmanm of the State 
arguing that the Constitution le 全 
authority too Undefined. Whether of 
not this is true, the fact remains that 
he and his generals in the armed 
forces held the Upper hand at the 
end of the Cultural Revolution. 
Recently，Chou En-lai reshuffled 
over half of the top military leaders 
in China，Ppulling well-rooted 
strongholds out from Under Iany. 


APRIVATE AFFAIR. 

American policy . makers have 
been most concerned with how 
China's internal situation will affect 
further detente and commercial 
exchange between the two countries， 
So far the American liaison office 
has been assured by Peking officials 
that the campaign isS a “private 
affair” and should not concern 
Americans too much. While Hong 
Kong observers predict a major 
Upheaval, those closer to Peking are 
advising against rash appraisals of 
China's situation. 

Perhaps the ptofessor at Peking 
University was right in saying that 
how one analyzes and dissects the 
Chinese experience is only in the end 
a theory. From merely reading 
different Chinese journals on the 
issues of politics and culture，one 
can see that the Chinese themselves 
arenot all of one mind. And 证 Mao 
has his way，things in China will 
conhtinue to _ change， 


INCREASE OF FOREIGN 
DOCTORS QUESTIONED 


A congressional session is sched- - 


uled this spring to debate the 
Nixon administration's proposalto 
shut off funds for educating new 
docetors because of the increased 
number of foreign doctors in this 
couUntry. 

This has provoked numerous un- 
happy people in the medical pro- 
fession to voice their concern. 


“They (the foreign doctors) are 


not trained as well”surgeon and 
former president of the San Fran- 
cisco Medical Society DTr. Harold- 
Linder argued. “Their medicine 
just doesnt come up to ours. I 
think we're going to live to regret 
this,”he continued. 

“There's a_ certain immorality in 
all this,”dean of the University 
of California School of Medicine 
Dr. Julius 及 .Krevans added. 

Administration officials，on the 
other hand，argue that foreign 
medical graduates have filled 
“some of the country's most press- 
ing shortages”in the:health care 
delivery system; furthermore， 
without them， numerous Small 
community hospitals would have 


to close.

Quarterly magazine，approximate- 
ly one out of every five physicians 
in the U.S. is foreign-trained. And 
according to the American Medical 
Society，most of the foreign doc-
